MARIETTA, April 15—James Vinson Carmichael, 36-year- 
old native Cobb Countian, attorney, former member of the 
State Legislature and former head of the Bell Bomber plant 
here, is a candidate for Governor of Georgia, subject to rules 
of the next Democratic primary. 

Carmichael, who several months ago said that he would 


Bot be a candidate, has now de- 
termined to make the race be 
eause he believes “it is my duty 
to give the people of this State a 
ehoice between good government 
and the old gang-type government 
they rid themselves of four years 
ago.” 

He asserted emphatically he did 
mot offer his name as a “people’s 
candidate,” explaining that the 
man elected will be “the people's 
choice.’ He was equally strong 
in saying he represented no fac- 
tion, no man, no group of men, 
mor any organization. 

With former Gov. Talmadge al- 
ready in the race for the governor- 
ship, the prospects have been for 
a hectic contest between him and 
another former Governor, Eureth 
D. Rivers, who has been regarded 
es an almost certain candidate, 
HIS ANNOUNCEMENT

In his announcement, Carmich-

HOUSE OKAYS ‘SUGARED’ DRAFT: 
SERVICE PAY BOOST APPROVED 


WASHINGTON, April 15—(UP)—The House passed two compromise military bills to- 
day extending the draft for only nine months, with a five-month moratorium on inductions, 
and boosting service pay rates by 10 to 50 per cent to spur voluntary enlistments. 

The top pay increases were voted for Army privates and corresponding grades in the 
other services, whose pay would jump from $50 to $75 a month if the house bill is approved 
Passage was by a 164-to-13 vote.

“1, The imcrease in wages of 
railroad employes of 16 cents per 
hour determined wnder the pro- 
cedures of the Railway Labor Act 
in April, 1946, retroactive to Jan. 
1, 1946. 

“2. Large increases, both present 
and prospective, im the prices of 
railway materials and supphies. 
BUSINESS FALLS OFF 

“3. A sharp decline in volume of 
railway traffic and an even great- 
er decline in railway revenue.” 

While the carriers asked a gen- 
eral 25 percent rate hike, the av- 
erage advance requested would 
fall somewhat below that figure. 
Advances on some commodities 
would be limited to certain maxi- 
mum increases in cents per 100 
pounds or ton and would amount 
to less than 25 percent. 

Limited maximum increase—in | 
all cases less than 25 percent — 
were proposed on cotton, citrus 
and other fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, iron ore, coal, stone, gravel 
and sand, certain commodities tak- 
ing lumber rates, petroleum and 
products in tank cars, vegetable 
oils, cane and beet sugar, pig iron 
and certain iron and steel items, | 
cement, brick, lime and other com- | 
modities. 

COSTS ARE UP

WASHINGTON, April 15— 
President Truman called on the 
21 American republics Monday to 
unite in a world peace system and 
wipe out the “poverty and despair” 
from which war springs. 

Speaking at a Pan-American) 
Day observance, the President 
said that the “danger of war” will | 
never be completely eliminated | 


Should voting in the primaries 
June 11 show that convention in- 
dorsement is tantamount to nomi- 


nation, the new system will be an 
even hotter issue than it is now. 


As it is, the recent conventions, 
held this year for the first time, 
drew plenty of fire. 

Gov. Dwight Griswold, opposing 


Sen. Hugh Butler for the Repub- 


lican VU. S. senatorial nomina- 


tion, was relegated by GOP dele- 
Bates to the No. 2 position on the 


ballot behind Butler. He promptly 
blamed “the courthouse politicians 
of Omaha,” who, he said, “were 
unanimously against me in this 


convention.” The Governor prom- | 


ised to carry his fight to the peo- 
ple, thereby dashing hopes of par- 
ty leaders for a campaign suffused 
in sweetness and light. 
TEST SUIT DISMISSED 

The new preprimary law passed 
its first hurdle, however, when 
District Judge Henry Beal, of 
Omaha, listened to three hours of 
arguments and then dismissed a 
suit testing its constitutionality 
brought by Andy Jensen, Omaha 
laundry operator and unindorsed 
Democratic aspirant for Congress. 

Roy Harrop, unindorsed Demo- 
cratic candidate for lieutenant 
governor, scored what he termed 
a “bross-controlled convention,” 
saying “that’s a hell of a way to 
run a party.” 

Mrs. Mabel Gillespie, another 
unsuccessful Democratic aspirant 
for Congress, predicted the pre- 
primary law will be repealed.

State Revenue Commissioner M. 
E. Thompson and Secretary of 
State Ben Fortson, both considered 
possible gubernatorial candidates, 
have announced for lesser State 
offices, thus partially clearing 
Georgia’s political situation.

crowded so long as the govern- 
ment pours in money and encour- 
ages veterans to loaf.” He also al- 
leged in the same story “that many 
veterans are attending college 
merely to draw the monthly sub- 
Bistence pay.” 

In a telegram to Beaver Sum-| 
day. the Young Voters demanded | 
Reaver prove his charges or with- 
draw them and apologize to the 
State's young Veterans. 
BEAVER EXPLAINS 

Beaver's telegram yesterday ap- 
peared to constitute a partial apol- | 
ogy. He said the sole idea behind 
his informal remarks was to en- 
courage the dropping of veterans 
wasting their time in college and 
that “if my language conveyed any 
other impression, it was not so in- 
tended.” 

Reiterating a position he took 
the day following his controversial 
giatements, the Board of Regents 
official pointed out in yesterday's 
telegram that the Georgia Univer- 
sity System, if it follows the na- 
tional average, “will be able to 
accommodate only a percentage of 
the veterans applying and almost 
no High Schoo] graduates.” | 

If the expenses of adding 
Freshman and Sophomore classes 
to High School curriculums are to 
be avoided, he continued, Veter- 
ans’ Administration and college 
officials should insist upon “prop- 
er performance on the part of all 
college students,’ as well as a 
weeding out of laggards in favor 
of those “who are studiously in- 
clined.”

“Twenty thousand persons disappeared. There 
was never found any sign of them, a bit of 
flesh, bone or hair. 

“There was nothing. They were gone, utterly. 

“A few might have been away from home. A few more might 
have been buried. But at most not more than 1;000 could have 
been so missing. 

“But at Nagasaki, when they checked up after the second 
atomic bomb was dropped, 20,000 persons were never seen or 
heard of again. Not a shoe, a piece of cloth, a shred of hair, a 
piece of jewelry, a filled tooth, a finger ring—nothing ever was 
found. Nothing, nothing at all. 

“Another 150,000 died from injuries, shock and the effect of the 
concussion and rays on their blood-manufacturing machinery. Thou- 
sands more were wounded. Even now men and women suddenly 
drop over, without warning. 

“All that was at Nagasaki 
than the one which fell at HirosMma. 
nounced the first bomb already was obsolete. Whether the second 
bomb was smaller but more effective,,no one knows. What had 
been changed, what had been discovered, has not been revealed. 

“That was one little bomb. What would happen to a nation 
whose cities suddenly were attacked by several such bombs is ob- 
vious. Many thousands would simply disappear, blown to nothing. 
Their bodies would disintegrate into a sudden, bloody mist, whipped 
away by the ghastly force of the bombs. 

“The buildings would be partially destroyed and burned.” 

A scientist who had landed behind the explosion at Nagasaki 
was telling this to a doctor. 

: “What we will need most in the next war,” 
Human Beings he said, “is not so much armament, as doc- 
tors and nurses who will know how to treat those injured by atomic 
bomb explosions. In this. war a surprisingly few died from wounds 
and shock. Blood plasma, whole blood, given wounded on the 
field and in hospitals; the sulpha and penicillin drugs, plus the fact 
we moved medical treatment just behind the front lines, did a 
magnificent job. 

“Until the first atomic bomb fell. medical research was feeling 
it had caught up, in some measure, with war's potential for wound- 
ing and maiming soldiers and civilians. 

“Now, medical research is far behind. Neither blood plasma, 
penicillin, sulpha drugs or any known thing will counteract the 
effects of the atomic bomb injuries, especially to the blood cell 
structures and to the mechanism within the body which manu- 
factures blood.

Secret There is no secret about atomic energy not known to 
the scientists of other nations. What we know is the 

“know-how.” Only we—to date—have been able to build the great 

mass of intricate, newly designed machinery to do the jab. 

But, even now, we may be sure, other nations are busy with 
experiments. In time they will learn. Some scientists think a 
nation which devoted enough money to the experiments could do 
the job in five years or less. Others put it at 20 years. 

None say it is a secret we can keep. 

It seems to be a fact that the American people have refused to 
think about it beyond a sort of exultation “it is ours.” 

Plans for control, for use of it, make dull reading. 

No one seems to care to read through masses of detail in which 
scientists tell of the horror of the bomb—and worse. 

What has not been told the people is that in the development 
of the bomb many others weapons of war, more horrible than any 
ever known to man before, have been discovered. 


Attention What we need is a lot of public opinion. Therr 

industrial potential is so enormous as to be diffi- 
cult to conceive. It conceivably could replace coal and electricity 
as a power and a heating agent. 

It can drive trains, ships, motors, automebiles—do anything any 
power does today, The unit of energy-creating force would be 
smaller and more efficient. 

As such the industrial uses of atomic energy will be greatly 
sought after. There will be great competition. Should it become 
the monopoly of any group it would give that group national power 
beyond any present imagination. That large and powerful] groups 
will seek to control it is inevitable. 

So, the scientists urge, read about the atomic bomb. 

No matter how dull it may be, read about it. 

Keep up with newspaper accounts of proposed controls. 

Watch Congress for bills concerned with atomic energy. 

If the nation should become involved in an atomic bomb arma- 
ment race; if the domestic uses of it should fall into the hands of 
a few—the disaster to us as a people and a nation could not be 
calculated.

The old-fashioned kind of father 
deserves pity if he has a teen-age 
son who is sensitive, introspective 
and brilliant. 

In a small town, or in his neigh-

These burdens are usually too 
heavy for a kid of 15. He is more 
or less spoiled, He has sense

Such a boy is a problem to any 
father, and especially to the kind 
of father who means well but 
knows little or nothing of psychol- 
ogy.

Hyde Park Ceremonies 
Fitting Tribute to FDR 


WASHINGTON—-It comes as a fitting tribute 
to the memory of the late President Roosevelt 
that the first anniversary of his- death shouid 

have been marked by a pilgrimage to his tomb of -his successor in 
office, official representatives of the United Nations and his own 
countrymen—there to take part in ceremonies dedicating his old 


home and the ground where he is buried as a national shrine. 

The hand of history has moved fast and written furiously since 
that day in April 12 months ago, when the world was shocked by 
the news of the American President's sudden passing. Events which 
he planned have unfolded themselves in rapid fashion. 

For his defense of oppressed people the late President, long 
before he died, had become a living symbol of freedom and inter- 
national morality. More than any other man, perhaps, his name 
was revered throughout the world among the enemies of aggres- 
sion. By the same token, he was the most hated by the warmon- 
gering dictators. 

But the achievement that will probably stand as a lasting monu- 
ment to his memory is related only incidentally to these of his 
activities, important and far-reaching though they may have been. 

: Nor is it associated with the bold leader- 
Put Aside Reforms ship he gave the United States during 


the trying days of the depression through his self-styled New Deal. 
All that was symbolic of the New Deal, save its permanent re 
forms, had been put aside by Mr. Roosevelt for five yegrs before his 
death. His time during this latter period was given over entirely 
to problems of winning the war and establishing an enduring peace. 

The great monumental work of his life promises to be the United 
Nations Organization, which he fathered and ftiurtured. History 
will probably accord him a higher rating on this score than any 
of his other achievements. 

Keen analyst that he was, the evidence is also that FDR him- 
self made a similar appraisal of his works, for he seemed in a hurry 
to get the peace structure started before the end of the war. He 
may have had a premonition that he would not survive the war. 

Whatever motivated him, he did move expeditiously to bring 
the UNO into being and it was,in fact, in the process of being born 
at the moment of his death. The San Francisco Conference, which 
framed the United Nations Charter, was in session when he died, 

To the President's foresight and careful planning may lkewise 
be attributed the success with which the peace organization charter 
was put through Congress. So marked was this success that pro- 
vision for our participation in the UNO was approved by the Senate 
with only two dissenting votes. 

Thus Mr. Roosevelt succeeded in a history-making project,where 
his predecessor in World War I failed. Woodrow Wilson's simiar 
dream of a world league to enforce the peace foundered on the 


rocks of Senate opposition. 

: FDR maneuvered his pawns more 
Moved Pawns Skillfully skillfully. Taking his lesson from 
the errors of the past, he named four leading members of Congress, 
two from the House and two from the Senate, as delegates to the 
charter conference. He delegated to Congress the responsibility for 
drawing up the great historic document, whereas Mr. Wilson had 
spurned suggestions that Congress be represented in the peace 
negotiations. 

And so it was that the United Nations Organization had become 
a living reality before the war's end and shortly after the Presi- 
dent’s demise. Never for a moment did he seem to doubt that tne 
brain child he sponsored would answer the hopes of mankind. 

Confident as he was of the success of the project, what would 
surprise him most, perhaps, if he could return to life for a day, 
would be that the first anniversary of his death should see the 
United Nations already a going concern, meeting in his own State, 
and dealing with weighty problems of the world. 

The ceremonies at Hyde Park on April I2 were, therefore, a 
fitting tribute to Mr. Roosevelt's memory. It was appropriate tnat 
President Truman should be there and that he should be joined by 
his fellow countrymen and the official delegates to the UNO Con- 
ference, who laid aside their duties for the day to pay him homage. 

Men now living may differ on the appraisal to be made of the 
late President and his life's work, but there can be little doubt 
about the high place history will reserve for him as a disciple of 


world peace.

We leave her there against the east bank, snugly jammed into 
the willows but with her bottom free, and plenty of slack in the 
lines so that, if the river falls before we get back, she won't be 
stranded high and dry. 


We make good speed in the racing stream and in no time at 
all on a tributary of the Apalachicola, we came to the fishing camp 
called Lake Grove. There is a kicker there, manned by a colored 
man named Jim Brantley, and Jim, for a fee, will take the three of 
us, who are jumping ship, to the nearest town—as near to it as 
he can get us, rather, for the water is over the road and the landing 
is a mile from town. € 


So we leave the Mary~*H. tied up there, and Jim, guided only 
by the starlight, takes us in his kicker through the Dead Lakes, 
with their ghostly trunks of long-dead cypress trees, to a landing 
where a retired Army captain has parker his trailer. And the 
captain takes us on in to Wewahitchka, Fla., a honey-raising town, 
where we eat a pint of ice cream apiece and sit down to wait for 
the bus. 


It is a long ride home and there is plenty of time for a man to 
brood about the river, and the hopes of the men that wish to see her 
made into a great commercial waterway. And the only conclusion 
is that it can be done, but only after the government controls her 
flow with dams and locks and channels her with jetties. So long 
as she runs rampant, as she does in’the Spring, and low, dry and 
full of shoals, as she does in the Summer, she'll never be much 
but a haven for catfish and a heart-breaker for the men who try 
to run on her. #§

For if the 
Mary H. had made it, and had tied up at Columbus on schedule, 
the 273,000 gallons of gasoline she hauled would have arrived there 
a penny a gallon cheaper than any other way it could have come.

In stressing the importance of 
the fight against cancer, Dr. J. L. 
Campbell told a group of Atlanta 
ministers that of Georgians more 
than 20 years of age an average 
of one person in eight will prob- 
ably die of this disease. 

Dr. Campbell, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Geor- 
gia Division of the American Can- 
cer Society, addressed the Atlanta 
Christian Council yesterday in be- 
half of the current campaign for 
the eradication of cancer. 

There are 8,000 cancer patients 
in Georgia, said Dr. Campbell. 
He insisted that the disease, if dis- 
covered early enough, is curable 
and urged that ministers join in 
the campaign to give proper in- 
formation about the disease. There 
are now 12 cancer clinics in the

Stabilization Director Chester 
Bowles Monday revised the dairy 
subsidy program with the purpose 
of preventing a retail price in- 
crease in milk, butter and cheese. | 

Bowles also announced that war- | 
time butterfat allocation controls | 
soon will be restored in a move 
designed to increase butter pro- 
duction. |

in ice cream and ban the sale of |

The new subsidy: program, the’ 
announcement said, will forestall 
any retail price increase for dairy 
products at least until July 1. 

Bowles said that whether there 
will be a price-hike then depends 
on Congress’ decision with respect) 
to continuation of the dairy sub-| 
sidy.

Murders Charged: 


Constitution State News Service. 

ROME, April 15.—Bertha Gossett 
Hill, 28-year-old Rome dime store 
employe, will go on trial for her 
life in Floyd County Superior 
Court here Tuesday, charged with 
the arsenic poisoning deaths of 
her mother, father and second 
husband. 

In what may be the South’s 
most spectacular court trial in re- 
cent annals, the state is charging 
a bizarre and cold-blooded scheme 
to systematically commit parricide 
and murder for insurance. 

Within eight hours after receiv- 
ing an Alabama toxcologist’s re- 
port that Mrs. Hardin’s parents 
died by lead arsenate, the Floyd 
|County Grand Jury met and in- 
dicted the twice married, attrac- 
tive brunette, charging her with 
“artfully, deceitfully and wicked- 
ly” enticing her husband and par- 
ents to drink doses of arsenic 
poisoning. 

Dr. Warren B. Matthews, At- 
lanta chemist, had previously re- 
‘ported finding a large amount in 
the body of LeRoy Hill, who mar- 
ried the Rome dime store clerk 
in the little town of Rossville not 
far from the field wherein the 
| body of her father lay, and to 
which her mother was shortly to 
follow. 

Mrs. Hill claims innocence of 
the crimes charged against her 
by the state, and stated her father 
died last April 14, a year and a 
day ago, of an ulcerated stomach; 
and her mother died last August 
13 of causes unknown to her.
